I  ho  objectives  and  purposes  of  the  organization  are  to  promote  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  coal  company  scrip  and  related  tokens,  to  cultivate  good  relations  between  collectors  of  scrip 
tokens,  and  to  encourage  the  study  and  research  ot  the  historv  ot  coal  mining  companies  as  it  relates 
to  the  usage  of  scrip  tokens. 

In  the  late  19  0  s  the  scope  ot  the  NCSA  was  broadened  to  include  tokens  from  other  indus¬ 
tries;  including  lumber,  phosphate,  hard  rock,  limestone,  copper,  go  hi  A:  silver,  brick  cV  clay.  cotton 
A  textile,  paper,  iron  A.  steel,  agricultural,  and  others. 

The  first  issue  ni  Scrip  !<ilk  was  published  in  1965.  and  it  continues  today  as  the  official 
newsletter  tor  members  ot  the  NSCA.  It  exists  not  only  as  a  source  of  information  for  its  members, 
but  as  a  forum  where  they  can  share  items  of  interest.

•  Opportunities  m  huv  coins  at  significantly  lesa  than  going  market 
prices  have  been  gnsatly  reduced  by  the  widespread  OissermnsUon  of 
'•ornpr**heiiHive  catalogues  on  U  S.  and  more  recently  on  foreign  cotna. 

•  ( )r>e  »  hobby  bread  does  not  go  nearly  as  tar  as  it  u»ed  to  m  purchaa 
:u*f  coins  because  of  the  general  upward  movement  of  coin  prices  in 
:  v.Hvni  years  —  especially  ot  nigner  grade  mater  uil. 

•  l*i  reiisingfy  when  bxiding  for  some  high  priced  rarity,  the  coin  collec¬ 
tor  has  lound  himself  comporting  not  with  other  hobbyist?,  but  rathe*- 
witli  speculators  whose  primary’  focus  appears  to  be  ‘"abort  term  in- 
veslu>eni  potential  rh*  maneuvers  tf  these  puick  buck  artists  h*v» 
tended  to  sap  the  hobby  of  com  collecting  of  many  of  ita  basic  and  es¬ 
sential  non-fmancuu  reward.,. 

•  U.S  com  collectors  have  become  increasingly  aware  of  the  shabby  his¬ 
tory  ossoCiuLd  with  many  "f  th-  »T  ^  "glamour"  rarities  doa  to  the

•  Recent  substantial  increases  in  the  price  charged  for  proof  sets  by  the 
U.S.  Mint  have  angered  ruiny  com  collectors  The  PR  statements 
made  by  some  Mint  officials  in  defense  of  these  price  increaaee  seem 

only  to  have  fanned  this  angr* 

Second.  inflation  during  the  last  few  years  has  taken  heavy  toll  of  the 
hobby  funds  o?  many  coin  collector*  as  more  essential  expenditures  have 
commanded  a  higher  proportion  of  their  total  incomes.  Thia  shrinkage 
of  hrkSv  funds  coupled  with  rising  coin  prices  has  greatly  extended  the 
time  period  over  which  a  collector  can  hope  to  "complete  a  com  Sanaa. 

Third,  during  the  1970s  growing  distrust  by  US.  citizens  of  tha  federal 
government  and  ita  official  activities  —  which  culminated  tn  the  stigma  of 
Watergate  —  has  tainted  virtually  all  things  official,  including  U .3.  coins. 

While  these  trends  certainly  do  not  portend  tna  total  demise  oi  com 
collecting  as  a  hobby,  they  do  indicate  the  very  real  aaed  within  tha  coin 
collecting  fraternity  for  alternative  cnanneia  of  endeavor.  How  i.  -.«»  ,  t  aod 
medals,  and  particularly  Civil  War  tokens,  can  sarre  aa  suck  ahamathra 
channel!  will  baone  topic  ot  futuie  column*.
